The 
crop from sprouted seed was ready 
to use eighteen days earlier than the 
other, In the case of Green Mountain 
‘the advantage of sprouting was even 
greater, the yield of marketable tu-’ 
bers from the sprounted seed being 
18,200 ponuds, which was almost 7,- 
000 pounds greater than from the 
unsprouted seed. There was twen- 
ty-one days difference between the 
crops in respect to readiness for use. 
These results are shown in the report 
of the station for the years 1926-27, 
published by the Department of 
Agriculture, at Ottawa, which also 
shows the result of placing the sets 
at different distances apart. 

In the experiment the highest 
yield of Irish Cobbler was obtained 
from the crop that was grown in 
rows 30 inches apart with the sets 
14 inches apart, and .amounted to 
296.2 bushels to. the acre.
